Northampton Food Bank has doubled 
the amount of food parcels it is hand¬ 
ing out. 

Nine months ago it was giving out 60 
food packages a week, now it is distrib¬ 
uting 120 parcels a week. 

The food packages are given to those 


in crisis and who qualify for the food 
vouchers. 

They are only allowed five parcels 
every twelve months and each package 
lasts three days. 

Food bank co-ordinator Jo Miller said 
there were a number of reasons for the 
increase which included: people losing 
there jobs, increase in fuel and food 
prices and the bedroom tax. 


Jo said: “We have not seen a 
decrease. We thought the increase 
was due to Christmas but it has 
continued to rise. 

“People get referred to us through 
8 referral agencies like Community 
Law and Citizens Advice. 

“We only give out food parcels to 
individuals and families in crisis 
with emergency food.”

REPORTER Lawrence John learns 
more about how a Northampton 
shoe firm is ‘big in Japan’ and aims 
for more success in the Far East 



An unassuming building in the 
Bunting Road, Northampton holds 
a secret treasure. 

Behind a yellow door beats the 
heart of a Northampton tradition 
which is synonymous with the town 
- shoe making 

Since 1984, Chancery Footwear 
Limited have been producing quali¬ 
ty shoes in the county. 

Indeed the companies history 
goes back five generations to 1908 
when the Woodford Family began 
making boots and shoes. 

It was Earnest Woodford who 
started the families tradition in 
London before the company arrived 
in Northampton. 

One remarkable fact about the 
company is two years ago it export¬ 
ed zero items, now it exports 60 per 
cent of shoe production to Japan 
and South East Asia. 

This success was not a case of 
them going to Japan, rather Japan 
came to Northampton. 

A Japanese buyer came to town, 
took away samples of their work and 


started making orders. 

Chris Woodford said: “The impor¬ 
tant thing for the Japanese as to 
why they buy our shoes is they are 
made in Britain and made in 
Northampton. 

“They appreciate this tradition 
and quality. 

“What they want from us are 
shoes which can be worn any time 
of the day, they are comfortable and 
can be easily worn in their hot cli¬ 
mate. 

“All our shoes are handmade in 
Northampton. 

“Each pairs comes with our new 
logo the Crown of Northampton. 

“Two years ago we were making 
100 pairs of shoes a year, this has 
now risen to 1,700 pairs per year. 

“At this rate we will out grow this 
factory but we will remain in 
Northampton.” 

Chris explained he was proud of 
his families heritage in the shoe 
industry. 

He cared passionately about the 
fact the company did its own design 
and pattern cutting. 

He added: We want to make sure 
that history and the history of 
Northampton is part of every pair of 
shoes we produce. 

The company is keen to continue 
its growth in South East Asia and 
their shoes are on sale in China, 
Hong Kong, Taiwan , Singapore and 
Malaysia. 

It also wants to open up a new 
market and start selling shoes in 
South Korea and Vietnam. 

The firm produce three distinct 


ranges: 

- Classic: focus on soft leathers 
and flexible soles 

- Premium: with a leather super, 
lining and sole. Each pair if crafted 
using traditional shoemaking skills. 

- Exotic: Combines leather and 
skin uppers with a lamb-nappa lin¬ 
ing. 

The exotic range include using 
materials such as snake skin, Aqua 
green brown wolf fish, soft tan Wolf 
fish, deer skin and ostrich skin. 

The cost of the shoes range from 
£90 - £150. 

In the Far East, Chancery 
Footwear is sold in the same shops 
which sell Church’s Shoes and 


Trickers Shoes. 

Each shoe has a different name 
and these include Beaconsfield, 
Bunting, Colwyn, Cowper, Duke, 
Dunster, Earl, Ecton, Ethel, Great 
Russell, Harold, Henry, Hood, 
Hunter, Louise, Lome, Overstone, 
Palmerston, Shakespear, Spencer, 
Stockley, St Michael, Victoria Webb 
and Woodford. 

Those of you with a discerning eye 
will recognise the shoes are named 
are former Northampton shoe fac¬ 
tories. 

The firm also makes Formula 1 
racing boots, tap dancing shoes, 
boxing boots and steel toe cap 
shoes.

The Trust submitted a plan¬ 
ning application on Monday 
to Northampton Borough 
Council for a single storey 
extension which will house a 
GP assessment unit and con¬ 
sultants offices. 

They will also implement a 
filtering system whereby a 
‘navigation nurse’ will send 


people with minor cases to 
nearby GPs. It is hoped this 
will reduce patient numbers. 

Deborah Needham, NGH 
chief operating officer, said: 
“The proposed A&E exten¬ 
sion is one of several 
changes we want to 
make in order to 
increase our capabil¬ 
ity for providing 
urgent care to a 
growing number of 
acutely unwell 
patients. 

“This extension will 
house a ‘navigation’ 
nurse who will assess 
patients and guide them to 


the appropriate place for 
treatment. This will either be 
straight into A&E for serious 
cases, or to primary care for 
less serious injuries or ill¬ 
nesses. In some cases patients 
may be referred to a 
harmacist or even 
sent home with¬ 
out treatment.” 

The new build¬ 
ing will be sited 
next to the A&E 
department on a 
strip of land adja¬ 
cent to the one way 
road system. It is 
expected to be completed 
by March 2015.

Dunhams’ lose 
latest battle

A Northampton couple 
fighting extradition to 
the USA over an alleged 
work expenses fraud 
have lost their appeal to 
move the case to 
Supreme Court. 

The married couple in 
their late 50s lost their 
High Court appeal in 
Feburary and were fac¬ 
ing extradition to the 
USA within days to face 
charges in Maryland, 
with the possibility of 
months behind bars 
waiting for trial and the 
prospect of years in jail if 
found guilty. 

Lawyers for Paul and 
Sandra then in March 


lodged applications at 
the High Court seeking 
certification to appeal to 
the Supreme Court in the 
Dunhams’ fight against 
extradition. 

However, the High 
Court have formally 
handed down its deci¬ 
sion this week to dismiss 
the Dunhams’ latest 
appeal. 

Paul Dunham said: 
“Sandra and I have main¬ 
tained our dignity whist 
fighting as hard as we 
can to get the British 
authorities to see the 
injustice of the situation 
we face. But successive 
Ministers tell MP Andrea 
Leadsom they cannot 
free us from the vice-like 
grip of the US machine - 


their hands are tied. 

“Whilst we are thankful 
for all Andrea’s efforts, 
the harsh reality is 
Sandra and I are pawns 
in a game being played 
by others. We’re power¬ 
less and it’s excruciating. 

“We now put our hopes 
in the European Court, 
but fear the outcome is 
inevitable. How many 
more lives will be torn to 
shreds by our 
Government’s failure to 
protect its own citizens 
from unfair extradition 
with automatic pre-trial 
imprisonment? It’s a sad 
indictment of politics 
today that honouring a 
Treaty to the US is a high¬ 
er priority than justice. 
Only in Britain.” 


Abandoned dog like a bag of bones 


A Staffordshire bull terrier 
called Stanley had to be res¬ 
cued after he was found in 
the Briar Hill area of 
Northampton so thin an 
RSPCA inspector called him 
‘a bag of bones’.

The dog, which has since 
been named Stanley, was 
severely emaciated and had 
scabs all over his body that 
vets said were a result of 
him being so skinny. 

He was collected by the 
RSPCA and immediately 
rushed to a local vet for 
treatment. 



Stanley is responding well, 
and has since been moved 
to an RSPCA centre where 
he can recover fully. 

RSPCA inspector Damian 
Wooliscroft said: “Nothing 
shocks us inspectors these 
days, but the state of this 
dog really did. 

“Stanley was just a bag of 
bones and had pressure 


sores and scabs all over his 
poor weak body. It was des¬ 
perately sad to see. 

“Stanley has likely been 
suffering for a long period of 
time to get in such a state 
and then someone has just 
dumped him like a piece of 
rubbish. 

“I will do all I can to find 
the person responsible for 
allowing Stanley to fall into 
such a desperate state. 

“Stanley is probably 
around five to six years old 
and despite the terrible 
ordeal he has been through 
he is still extremely friendly 
and trusting.

After months of annoyance, 
frustration and anger, I have 
finally had to put pen to paper to 
send you this email regarding the 
appalling state of the road infra¬ 
structure in Northampton. 

You cannot appreciate the anger 
I have regarding the thousands of 
potholes in the town and county 
which appear to be getting worse 
by the day and which I believe are 
now causing a risk to public safety 
and untold damage to car owners. 

It does not matter where you 
drive as the problem is wide¬ 
spread from side streets to main 
roads and even main trunk roads. 

I personally have had damage to 
my car wheels, which because I 
didn’t report it at the time I don’t 
appear to have any come back.

Report calls for 
changes to NHS

An independent report con¬ 
ducted by Care Solutions UK 
Ltd into the care of patient R, 
a mental health patient at the 
Nottinghamshire Healthcare 
NHS Trust and the 
Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Foundation 
Trust has been pucblished. 

In September 2008 R, then 
aged 37, unlawfully killed a 
67 year old man who was 


unknown to him but whom 
he believed to be exploiting a 
female acquaintance (there 
was no evidence to substanti¬ 
ate this). 

Patient R is now serving a 
prison sentence for this hom¬ 
icide. 

Recommendations in the 
report for the county’s NHS 
Trust include it should under¬ 
take a review of services for 
offenders with a personality 
disorder, both should agree a 
protocol on the handling of 
detailed confidential infor¬ 


mation when patients are 
transferred from the secure 
services of Trust 1 to Trust2 
and vice versa; it should reac¬ 
quaint itself with the guid¬ 
ance ‘Information Sharing 
and Mental Health’, Trust 2 
should undertake a review of 
services for offenders with a 
personality disorder.

On Friday evening, an event 
launching the idea of the 
‘Wootton Park School’ was pre¬ 
sented at Sixfields stadium, 
where PCC Adam Simmonds said 
an application for the school will 
be submitted to the Department 
for Education next month. 

If successful, it is hoped the 
school will provide space for 
around 1,400 pupils aged four to 
18-years-old with a focus on ‘citi¬ 
zenship, community and service’. 

After the event, Mr Simmonds 
told the Herald and Post if the HQ 
is unable to stay in the town, 
there is a chance it could be 
moved further afield into the 
county. 

Mr Simmonds said: “I am seri¬ 
ously considering the police HQ 
not being in Northampton. 

“However, I have not yet made a 
decision on that. 

“I completely understand if peo¬ 
ple might be anxious about this, 
but we will consult with staff and 
can see what we can do to miti¬ 
gate with any concerns.” 

If the police HQ stays in the 
town, one of the possible loca¬ 
tions it could move to is Angel 
Street, where the new County 
Council offices are due to be 
built. 


If it moves out, Kettering is a 
possible choice. 

Mr Simmonds said the idea for a 
new school at the HQ started with 
a Victor Hugo quote. He added: 
“Victor said: ‘if you open a school 
you close a prison’. Basically he is 
saying if you put all of that invest¬ 
ment and energy into educating 
kids at the front end of it all, you 
are not going to need the prisons 
and the police services and all the 
other stuff that comes later.” 

On the day of the launch, former 
police officer fustin Brown set up 
a protest outside Sixfields stadi¬ 
um against the idea. 

Mr Brown said: “I fully agree 
that opening new schools can be 
a great idea, I just don’t believe 
that the process behind the pro¬ 
posed school at Wootton Hall are 
the kind of foundations any 
School should be built upon. 

“There just seems to be such a 
rushed approach to get the school 
open by 2016, the existing police 
HQ needs to be moved first, 
which by the way, a spokesperson 
from the local Police Federation 
has openly stated remains ‘fit for 
purpose’.”

Getting it right first time 

It’s that time of year again when Primary School allocations are announced and many 
parents feel somewhat vulnerable, especially if they don’t succeed in getting their first 
choice of school. Starting school can be without a doubt a time of mixed emotions for 
both parent and child and it is important for both that the selection of school is right. 
Choosing a school for your child is never easy and in my role as Head of Early Years I 
am often asked by parents, what makes a good Reception Class? 

A high quality Reception or Foundation class should always be led by a qualified and 
experienced member of staff who has clear knowledge and understanding of the 
Early Years Curriculum. They should be able to answer your questions about what 
your child will experience in a typical day and talk confidently about how your child’s 
progress will be monitored and assessed. The school should have clear guidelines and 
practised strategies for how they support and teach early Literacy and Mathematics. In 
the best settings, these are shared with parents through regular meetings, workshops 

and parent leaflets. When you visit the school, staff 
should talk you through the procedures for transition 
from Home or Nursery into school. A good transition 
policy incorporates meetings for parents, settling in 
sessions, parent and pupil information packs and in 
some cases home visits, all of which happen prior to 
the start of term. 

Above all the Reception class must offer opportunities 
for purposeful play, through a mix of adult-led and 
child-initiated activity. A common misconception is 
that a highly structured, teacher led, Reception class 
will provide better academic outcomes. However, 
early childhood research clearly shows that play is 
essential for children’s development, building their 
confidence as they learn to explore, problem solve, 
and encouraging them to develop vital personal, social 
and emotional skills which help them learn how to 
relate to others. 

If as professionals we are to ‘get it right’ for our children, 
schools need to be transparent about what they offer in their Foundation Stage and work 
in partnership with parents to ensure that every child reaches their full potential.

A year on from the

“It’s like if you go on the 
London Underground, you 
think ‘thank god I wasn’t 
here when the bombs went 
off’. Life goes on, you don’t 
just stop travelling on the 
tube.”

Northampton man who 
escaped death at the Boston 
Marathon last year by just 
one hour. 

On April 15, 2013, at 
2.49pm, two pressure 
bombs exploded at the fin¬ 
ish line of the marathon. 

The tragedy killed three 
people and injured 264. 

Mike Kendall, 58, from 
West Hunsbury, was in the 


race and had decided when 
he finished to go back to the 
hotel instead of waiting to 
get his medal engraved. 

It was not until his son 
Gavin, 27, called him he 
realised what had hap¬ 
pened. 

“When I heard what had 
happened I looked outside 
the hotel window and could 
see everybody moving out

He said: “The marathon 
was a tragedy for those who 
were affected, but runners 
like myself won’t let this 
affect us and will keep 
going.” 

Mike is now aiming to 
compete in the Snowdonia 
Marathon on October 25.

Wood admits Saints face 
battle for home semi spot

Tom Wood admitted that Saints 
are ‘under the cosh’ after 
Sunday’s defeat at league leaders 
Saracens left hopes of a home 
semi-final in the Premiership 
play-offs in doubt. 

The 28-24 reverse at Allianz Park 
means Northampton have now 
lost three in a row in the league 
and are only three points above 
Leicester Tigers in second spot. 

A top two finish is required for a 
home semi and although partici¬ 
pation in the play-offs is all but 
secure, Saints do not want to miss 
the chance to play their last four 
clash at Franklin’s Gardens. 

“It would have been nice to have 
a couple of wins under our belt by 
now and be sitting pretty,” said 
Wood. “It would give us the luxury 
of rotation and freshening people 
up, and really looking to peak at 
the right times. 

“But we’re under the cosh a little 
bit now, we’ve got to really fight for 
our home semi-final spot.” 

Saints have three league games 
left to hang on to second spot, 
with Sarries ten points clear of 
them at the top and looking like 
certainties to finish the regular 
season at the summit. 

The treble of matches will be 
critically important, with the visit 
of London Irish on Easter Sunday 
starting the run-in. 


“It’s in our hands and against 
London Irish we have to make 
sure we get back to winning ways 
and develop some momentum, 
particularly at home,” said Wood. 

“It’s a big six weeks for us going 
into the end of the season.” 

Saints did manage to collect a 
losing bonus point this weekend 
after a dramatic finale which saw 
them score two tries in the closing 
stages of the match. 

Luther Burrell and George North 
both crossed the whitewash in the 
last ten minutes to give 
Northampton a chance of a dra¬ 
matic victory, but the damage had 
already been done after they went 
in at half-time 21-10 behind. 

“We’ve got to be smarter, wheth¬ 
er it’s a case of us not giving clear 
messages or not listening I’m not 
sure,” said Wood. 

“Somehow we have to clear up 
the lines of communication and 
make sure we’re still on the same 
page as the first half was pretty 
confused. 

“We did things we didn’t speak 
about in the week and it played 
into Saracens’ hands.” 

Saints are fighting for trophies 
on two fronts with an Amlin 
Challenge Cup semi-final at home 
to Harlequins coming up a week 
on Friday, and flanker Wood is 
keen for Saints to establish them¬ 
selves as the best and not just a 
side who respond to adversity. 

“You can’t just be a team of tal¬ 
ented individuals who show char¬ 
acter when their backs are against 
the wall,” he said. 



“It’s not okay to lose so badly to 
Leinster and then come out fight¬ 
ing the next week. 

“It’s not what we’re about, it’s not 
what I want to be about. We need 
to do it when the target is on our 
back, when we’re top of the pile 


and we’re being chased down, we 
need to perform in those circum¬ 
stances. 

“We don’t want to win just one 
Premiership but win them con¬ 
sistently, that’s what we’re all 
striving for.”

Injury-hit Northants started the match with 
their two leading wicket takers from last year 
out of action - thanks to Trent Copeland 
being unable to obtain a work permit for this 
year and David Willey being fit enough to 
play but not yet bowl. 

The county have also been frustrated when 
trying to recruit overseas talent - with 
Australian jackson Bird and then South 
Africa’s Rory Kleinveldt withdrawing 
through injury after signing. 

After being asked to field, Azharullah was 
the pick of Northants’ bowlers as he took 
3-116 in Durham’s first innings total of 452. 

Phil Mustard top-scored for the visitors 
with 91 while Michael Richardson (80), num¬ 


ber nine famie Harrison (65), Gareth Breese 
(62) and opener Keaton Jennings (54) also 
brought up their half centuries. 

In reply Matt Spriegel was the star with the 
bat for Northants, making 97 before being 
dismissed an agonising three runs short of 
his century. 

Opener Stephen Peters made 51 and Kyle 
Coetzer 53 as the hosts were bowled out for 
378 to trail by 74 runs. Northants then made 
decent inroads as Durham batted for a sec¬ 
ond time, leaving them 189-6 at one stage. 

However, they rallied to 244 all out despite 
James Middlebrook’s 5-62, with Richardson 
(59) again passing fifty. 

That left Northamptonshire requiring 319 
runs to win but they soon found themselves 
in trouble at 68-3 on the final day yesterday. 

The county lost their final three wickets for 
just six runs, including David Murphy and 
Maurice Chambers to consecutive Scott 
Borthwick deliveries, but the final stand of 19 
runs from Newton, who finished not out on 
48, and Azarullah ensured that play ended 
with Ripley’s men undefeated on 205-9. 

The result represents a good start for the 
county who collect six bonus points and four 
for the draw against the champions following 
promotion last term. Their next four day 
game gets started at Yorkshire on Sunday. 
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Time on the training ground vital

on the front foot and we will go to Wycombe 
with the same mind-set,” said Wilder. 

“We are going for a win but nothing gets 
decided on Friday, both teams will make a big 
step forward if they win and that’s obviously 
the prize at stake but who’s to say both teams 
can’t get out of it? 

“We certainly needed to do something after 
the Bury game [3-0 home defeat on March 29] 
and the response from everybody has been ter¬ 
rific and that needs to carry on. 

“The support was tremendous on Saturday 
and it was the first thing I talked about after 
the game because it was that important. 

“It gave us such a boost, we’ve talked before 
about doing this together and that was cer¬ 
tainly the case on Saturday. 

“We saw against Burton what that support 
did for the players, it drove them over the line 
and I’m sure when we walk out at Wycombe we 
will look to the left and see a sea of claret. 

“We’ve played pressure football all season 
and we’ve handled that as seen in our results. 

“Experience is going to be invaluable over the 
next four games and we’ve certainly got that in 
abundance. 

“We’ve won some big games at Torquay, 
Exeter and Accrington and generally we are 
hard to beat and we’ve got enough about us to 
go and win a game of football.” 

The Cobblers are now level on points with a 
team in a safe position after being seven points 
adrift at one stage, and Wilder believes that 
extra work on the training pitch has been a key 
factor in his side’s back-to-back victories. 

“The good thing about the last couple of 
weeks is we’ve had time on the training ground, 
it’s been vital,” said Wilder. 

“We had a bang-load of games in March and 
there were psychological blows in there, draws 
we should have won or defeats, it hit us and 


hurt us. We got back on the training ground in 
the last couple of weeks and the tempo, the 
work ethic and the atmosphere in training has 
been superb. 

“The quality has been superb and I’m a big 
believer that if you get things right on the 


training pitch it rolls into a Saturday and it 
certainly has the last two weeks.” 

Cobblers face two final matches after the 
Easter period, a trip to mid-table Dagenham & 
Redbridge - who have little to play for - on 
April 26 and then an intriguing home clash 


with Oxford United - the club Wilder surpris¬ 
ingly left to join the Cobblers in January fol¬ 
lowing Aidy Boothroyd’s sacking. 

The U’s, now managed by Wilder’s replace¬ 
ment Gary Waddock, may need points them¬ 
selves as they bid for a play-off place.

A week on from Accrington’s ‘60s Crown 
Ground, it was back to the future as 
Northampton took on Burton Albion at 
Sixfields. 

Promotion-chasing Albion are the epitome of 
a modern League Two side with their training 
base at St George’s Park and team full of tech¬ 
nical players, whereas Northampton, awaiting 
ground improvements, are in stasis, fighting 
their familiar battle with relegation. 

But, while Arsene Wenger would approve of 
Gary Rowett’s compact side, the Brewers found 
their kiss-chase, pass and move football 
smothered by Northampton. Chris Wilder’s 
side was spurred on by the amplified applause 
of the Cobblers’ faithful thanks to several 
thousand “clap banners” handed out by a local 
Skoda dealer, a change from the reputation for 
clapped out bangers built before the VW takeo¬ 
ver. 


Recently fired Chris Hughton had a concerti¬ 
na clacker chucked at his head and Chris 
Wilder might have thought about a touchline 
cycle helmet given home fans’ unease at their 
patched-up starting eleven. 

Zander Diamond was barred by his parent 
club; Mathias Doumbe injured and Darren 
Carter suspended meaning Wilder opted for 
the 3-4-1-2 formation sometimes used by 
Liverpool. 

In came defenders Gregor Robertson and Ben 
Tozer with Ian Morris and Alan Connell in 
midfield. 

Burton’s yellow kit matched the pitch-side 
water hoses on a dry yet overcast day while 
they opted for a more standard 4-4-2 fronted by 
danger men Adam McGurk and Billy Kee. 

McGurk sports a half-finished haircut, long 
on top and shorn at the sides and Albion 
appeared to have a half-formed game plan in 
the early skirmishes. 

The squat Kee, in particular, had a mental 
blank about standing up to side-by-side chal¬ 
lenges, falling like a pug in a rough and tumble 
amongst bigger dogs and yapping at the unin¬ 
terested ref Berry. 

The Cobblers could have taken an early lead 
when Connell met a Tozer throw on the volley 
but the former Bradford man fired into the side 
netting. 

Fair haired and slight, Connell has a touch of 


Pat Gavin about him and his work behind 
Emile Sinclair and John Marquis pleased the 
home fans. Lewisham lad Marquis comes from 
docker stock and gave short shrift to the dainty 
Burton team, perhaps more used to the shad¬ 
ow-play of the England training base. 

Marquis scored the decisive goal on forty- 
three minutes as he sent a speculative shot into 
the arms of Albion keeper Rob Lainton only for 
the Burton number one to fumble into his own 
net. 

The goal was indicative of just how startled 
Rowett’s side had been by the Cobblers’ inten¬ 
sity and Lainton was withdrawn at the break. 
“Be loud” read a black and yellow banner in the 
away end, not that Northampton fans needed 
any excuse. 

The second half set Cobblers’ players’ pulses 
racing in time to the fans’ clackers. 

Robertson, so far a bit-part player, showed no 
little composure in blocking a Shane Cansdell- 
Sherriff shot from all of six yards on fifty-two 
minutes. 

While man-of-the-match went to Marquis, 
long throw specialist Tozer proved he was 
more than just a duke of hurl with a secure 
showing in his natural centre-back position 
whilst Connell’s eye for space gave Sinclair 
room to run. 

Former Forest man Sinclair found his sprint¬ 
ing spikes, embarking on several long range 


dribbles and his eightieth minute surge and 
pass to Marquis saw the Millwall man’s shot 
palmed away to Dean Lyness’s right. 

Structural work is due on the Sixfields rede¬ 
velopment but Kelvin Langmead’s return with 
ten minutes to go negated the need to raise the 
roof of the West Stand. 

The club captain has fought against the 
uncertainty of a possible career-ending injury 
and the response was a definitive tackle, head, 
kick performance that had Burton defeated. 

After the 1-0 win there were suggestions that 
the Cobblers “wanted” it more than Albion. 
Not so, Burton craved victory and are a good 
side if allowed to play: it’s just that the Cobblers 
decided they wouldn’t. 

Promotion chasing Burton have trouble 
brewing given they were so comprehensively 
out-played by second from bottom Cobblers. 
Northampton and Wycombe are now level on 
points going into the mother of all six-pointers 
at Adams Park on Good Friday. I’d keep an 
unchanged side and let them delete non-league 
football from the club’s future.
